The Derby parade will form 
in front of Levittown Fire Co.

noon. 


It also was reported, how­ 
ever, that the senator might 
slip away from his own sky- 
view suite overlooking this con­ 
vention city for a little relaxa­ 
tion. That would be a far cry 
from traditional candidate be­ 
havior on convention eve. 


In his first 24 hours here the 
Arizona senator’s behavior was 
closer to the usual convention 
pattern. He spoke to a welcom­ 
ing airport crowd, held a news 
conference and made Friday’s 
formal presentation before the 
Convention 
Platform 
Commit­ 
tee. 


That 
brisk 
pace, 
however, 
had not been a Coldwater hall­ 
mark in the weeks since his 
victory in the June 2 California 


primary. The Arizona senator, 
even before the nomination was 
assured, had greatly reduced 
his public exposure.
